2. Attention of all exporters is invited to Public Notices No. 9(ETC)/PN/7i dated the 17th 
November 1971, No. i8-pTC(PN)/72 dated the 8tb September 1972 and No. 7-ETC(PN)/73 
dated the 13th March 1973, wherein procedure for centralised confirmation of letters of Credit 
for exports to the Arab Republic of Egypt and registrafion of contracts for exports to Sudan has 
been laid 4 dVtn. These instructions are reca.pitulated for compliance by aU exporters; 

(X) All <7cportB to Arab Republic of Egypt under the Indo-ARE Trade Arrangement should 
be made only against valid letters of Credit reconfiiriied by'the State Bank of India, 
Boml?ay- It should be noted that this recontooRtlop of letters of credit by the State 
Bank of India, is to he in addition to the^aiormal confirmation to be given by the 
bank on which the credit is opened. 

(2) No shipments to Sudan would be allowed under the Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangement 
unlflSB.^e contract is ^t registered yyi|tb the Ptkte ^ank of India, Bombay. The 
Sti^te Bank of India, Bombay will remster sych coiitradts on payment of service charges 
fixed by the Exporters can;hayc t^ieir documents forwWded to State Bank of 

India, Bombay through any hi;anch of any bank. Qn registration, the State Bank of 
India, BoRibhy vuill issue to the exporters a certificate Whidl will entitle the letter to effect 
j|hiptne4its..^ltbdVlt,this certificate ,»p ffh^pments to Wpuld be allowed. 
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(3) Before shipping goods to Sudan against contracts registered with the State Bank of India, 
Bombay, exporters should ensure chat the Sudanese importers posses valid import 
licences duly franked by the Bank of Sudap* 

(4) As and when shipments are effected to ARE/Sudan against the contracts registered 

with State Bank of India, Bombay, the value of the shipment and the balance value of 
the contract should pc intimated to the State Bank of India, Bombay, quoting their 
registration number and the particulars of the Credit concerned. 

(5) It may be noted that under current Indo-ARE and Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangements 
there Is no provision for new deferred payments contracts. TJicrcfore no new contracts 
should be encored into for exports to tliese countries on deferred payments basis.
